Philippine mission, today1- presented to 
Secretary Baker the. question of inde- 
pendence for the Filipinos, The sec.-e- 
tary formally received the entire mis- 
sion, numbering- about 40 members rep- 
resenting all elements of Philippine 
life. 
Quezon, president of the Philip- 


pine senate and formerly resident com- 
missioner of ihc islands In Washington, 
acted as spokesman. 


He said that, there was now a stable 


frovornment In tho- Philippines, man- 
aged and supported 
by 
the 
people 


themselves and that it could be'main- 
tained if independence should he grant- 
ed the Islands. He declared that this 
•was an opportune time for presenting 
the claims because of the principles for 
•which the United States entered the 
world war—"For the liberty, the self- 
government and the undictated devel- 
opment of all peoples." 


Announcing 
that 
the 
mission 


brought to the United States a jnes 
sage of good will, gratitude and re- 
spect from all the inhabitants of the 
islands. Mr. Quezon slated he had been 
sent by his people formally to submit 
to this government thn urgent ques- 
tion of their independence "in the con- 
fident hope it shall merit a just, right- 
eous and riinal settlement."

Drastic regulations of jitneys ia pro- 
vided for in an order Issued by the 
public service commission today. 
The 


order 
revokes all 
local regulations 


heretofore 
issued, 
and substitutes 


those now promulgated by the com- 
mission. 


Under iho terms of the jitney law, 


it will be necessary for the loca! au- 
thorities in each city or town where 
regulations have been adopted to re- 
voke bUtih regulations, and to adopt 
those.required by the commission. In 


i caso of their failure to do so, it is the 
opinion of the commission that no jit- 
neys may he operated, legally, in such 
cities and towns, and it is to ho pre- 
sumed that the commission would take 
the necessary steps to prevent their 
operation. 


BrieUy summarized, the regulations 


adopted by the commission arc as fol- 
lows: 


Jitney operators must obtain for the 


local authorities of each city and town 
In which they are to operate a special 
license for each vehicle to be operated. 
A written application must be tiled;
